EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Hugh Wang on August 6, 2008. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

IN THE SPECIFICATION : 

Replace the existing title with the following: 

-Anti-dengue virus antibodies and compositions — 

IN THE CLAIMS : 

Cancel claims 15, 20, 22, 28, 38, 39, 41, 47, 53 and 57. 

Examiner's Comment 

The title was amended to reflect the claimed subject matter. Claims 15 and 53 are drawn 
to medical devices comprising anti-Dengue virus antibody. The examiner erred by not 
restricting between the antibody claims and the medical device comprising the antibody. The 
antibody claims belong to class 424, subclass 130.1, while the medical device claims belong to 
class 435, subclass 288.1. The antibodies do not require the medical device, and a search for the 
antibodies is not coextensive for a search for a medical device comprising the antibody. 
Therefore, restriction between the two inventions is required. 
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Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these inventions 
listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and there would be a 
serious search and examination burden if restriction were not required. 

On August 6, 2008, the examiner informed Applicant's representative, Hugh Wang, about 
the restriction requirement between the two inventions, and Applicant elected the antibody 
claims. Claims 15 and 53 are cancelled because they are drawn to non-elected subject matter 
that is not eligible for rejoinder. 



Conclusion 

Claims 1, 2, 9 and 19 are allowable.
